In these cases bleeding fre- 
quently follows an injury which, in 
a normal person, would not bleed. 
Cases are known in which the pulling 
of a tooth, a scratch with a needle, or 
a slight nose bleed has become a hem- 
orrhage which resulted in death. 


The person with hemophilia 
will 


have bruises under the skin, with the 
formation of large masses of blood, 
but will not have spots of the type that 
occur in purpura. Bleeding • from a 
slight injury occasionally will occur in 
a joint, resulting in a severe symptom 
that causes much distress. 


Because of the severe character of 


this condition and the inability of 
medical- science to control it, children 
with hemophilia' seldom live to adult 
age. It is, almost impossible for the 
average person to avoid slight bruises 
or accidents, and the ' hemophiliac, 
therefore; is in constant danger of 
some accident that will cause death. 


The most important measure of treat- 


ment in case? of hemophilia, of course, 
is to stop the bleeding when it occurs. 


There are many different procedures 


used- for this purpose. It is, of course, 
possible to pack a wound" With gauze 
or cotton or to sew it together tightly. 


Various aids to coagulation have been 


discovered which the doctor will- apply 
to the wound in an effort to aid clot- 
ting, by supplying '. the, missing ele-

Is Best for Child 


Recenfly a mother complained that 


ner-cfiiH was learning bad habits at 
SsKotf. 


'ftfter visiting the room, she decided 


to take the little girl out and send her 
to ^'private school. "Because," said 
^e, "f never saw such a mixture of 
unkept looking children." 


It was her affair, and I made no 


continent; but have been thinking it 
over. Influence outside the home is 
bound to- have some effect on young 
life, and the cultured parent will be 
very resentful when she hears her 
daughter, who has never heard a rude 
word; spoken m the family, yell to 
someone to "Shut your mouth" or "I'll 
slap you down if you say that." 


Stick to Rules 


But here is the other side. I went 


to public school, and can well remem- 
ber some of the rooms I was in. I 
have in mind at the moment one par- 
ticular room that had substitutes from 
one end; of the semester to the other. 
The- regular teacher was sick, and at 
that time there was difficulty in get- 
ting good teachers to fill in. The room 
was terrible. All the bad boys in town, 
I think, were in it. And some of the 
things I heard were unprintable. 


What did I do? WeR, I shivered and 


hated1 it. But it never occurred to me 
to take part or repeat it. I had a 
standard and stuck by it. If I had 
evetf said to anyone to "shut your 
mouth," I think my father would have 
bounced me out to stay. 


J know there is a difference. That 


extremes may disgust the child, and 
Uie influence can be more slowly per- 


Sj, when there is just enough of 


it. However, I am sure that home ex- 
ample cannot be shelved if right rules 
are observed. There are times when 
the parent is perfectly justified in re- 
moving a boy or girl from an unfor- 
tunate situation, but I believe that the 
tendency today is to let the school do 
it all. 


Show Proper Path 


There are thousands of excellent 


schools, but there are also numbers of 
them that outwardly cater to culture 
and at the same time, innocently en- 
ough, perhaps, create an inferiority 
complex in some of their students. 
This is because the private circum- 
stances of the various families repre- 
sented are known to the rest of the 
school. Frequently social ambitions 
are already budding. The richest are 
honored by the other pupils. The 
palm is likely to go to clothes or big 
limousines 
instead 
of brains. The 


school itself may have no cognizance 
of the real state of affairs, or it may. 
In any case there is plenty of oppor- 
tunity for the poorer child to feel un- 
happy. Or to cultivate wrong stand- 
ards that will leave a trail of discon- 
tent through life. 


It is a problem, I'll admit. But in 


public school, there are bound to be 
times when the parent gets discourag- 
ed when the child seems to be slipping 
into bad habits of thinking and be- 
havior. There is little to do but to 
show him, or her, that he must stick to 
home tenets and home standards. And 
to choose friends who will counteract 
the proper influence of the school 
conditions. The only answer that I 
can see is the home itself.

Nicaragtian canal could be Construct*<t 
for $722,000;000. The cost would" be jus-! 
tlficd, they believe, because such a- 
canal would be a sccon davenue of na- 
tional ^ defense between the United 
States' east and west coasts and would 
promote friendly relations and trade 
between the United States and Central 
and-South America. 


The Panama canal was begun in 


1904 and opened to traffic in 1914.,' It 
has been estimated that a similar per- 
iod, from 10 to 15 years, would be re- 
quired to complete the Nicaraguan 
canal. 


Shipping Increase Foreseen 


More than 25,000,000 long tons'of 


shipping now use the Panama cunnl 
annually, about 80 per cent of its ca- 
pacity. With a revival' in world trade 
it us believed that the Panama canal 
might prove inadequate. 


The Nacaraguan cannl, 
if 
built, 


would be handled in much the same 
manner as tile Panama canal. The lat- 
ter is guarded by a combined force 
of the army, navy and marines, in- 
cluding, air forces and artillery suf- 
ficient to protect it against attack until 
help could' arrive. 


Among operating difficulties in the 


Panama canal zone are landslides 
along the big cuts, but the army koeiw 
dredges spotted nlong the length of 
the canal and when a slide occurs 
these are put to work.

Four members of Premier Koki Hi- 


rota's cabinet who also are members of 
the major parties, Minseito and Sei- 
yukai, were said to be holding out 
against dissolution, with the support 
of Admiral Osnmi Nagano, minister of 
the navy. (The navy in recent years 
has not shared the army's ambitions 
to dominate national- politics.) 


These men held the key to the cit- 


uation, since a unanimous cabinet vote 
:is necessary for a EKet dissolution. 
They were said, however, to be weak- 
ening. 


Premier Hirota's position was con- 


sidered most- difficult. He entered of- 
fice pledged to support parliamentary 
government, but also to co-operate 
with the army.

Then the era of eofossal rfiavie* 
making caught his fancy. He "wifrited 
to* do something for himself," so he 
started "Hell's Angels" as a silent pic- 
ture, remade it as a successful talkie. 
One Of the most expensive <$4',000,000) 
productions in film history, "Hell's 
Angels" actually mad<; money for 
HXifjhcfi and was a rebuke to the Hol- 
lywood veterans who had dubbed it 
""Hughes' Folly." 


Later he produced "Two Arabian 


Nights," "Everybody's Acting," "Dawn 
Patrol," "The Racket," "Scarface" and 
others, most of them successful. 


HugJute liked the films, but his wife, 


tiic former Ella Rice of Houston, didn't. 
She returned 'to Houston, and in 1929 
they were divorced. 


Apparently finding himself more 


than equal to the task of picture-mak- 
ing, Hughes returned ot his old love, 
aviation, and began spending report- 
edly huge sums 011 planes and aero- 
nautical gadgets. 


At Santa Ana, Cal., in 1935, ho set a 


'land speed record of 352 miles an hour. 
iHis non-stop flight from Los Angeles 
to New York on January 14, 1936, set 
a new record of 9 hours. 27 minutes, 
10 seconds. To this he added a record 
of 4 hours, 22 minutes for the 1196-mile 
flight from Miami to New York, clip- 
ping nearly 40 minutes off the old 
record. 


But it's not only as a speed racer, 


but as an inventor 'and developer o) 
flight science, too, thnt, Hughes has 
won the respect of the aviation world 


"Aviation is .a business with me 


Don't call me an amateur. I've spent 
too many long hours studying this stufi 
for anyone to say I do it for fun,' 
Hughes says. 


Actually, it hasn't all been fun. On 


one flight from Houston to New Or- 
leans, his plane was forced down in 
the Mississippi River. He escaped, in- 
jury in New York when an amphibian 
cabin plane he had borrowed was 
caught liy a tail wind and nosed over 
at the takeoff. And on his latest rec- 
ord-breaking transcontinental flight, 
he was in" danger when his oxygen ap- 
paratus failed in the sub-stratosphere. 


Has Big Yacht 


Hughes is the owner of a 320-foot 


yacht, which1 he lavishly outfitted for 
entertaining, at a reported cost, over- 
all, of ?2,000,000. But in all his cruising 
under Miami moons or star-lit skies 
above Catalina Island, he has not suc- 
cumbed to romance to the extent' of 
re-marrying. It wasn't that the in- 
spiration was lacking, for many beau- 
tiful girls have been on the guest list 
for his cruises. 


His first romance was with Billie 


Dove, the actress. Then it was Lillian 
Bond, another film star. Timmie Lans- 
ing, who later became Pctei1 Arno's 
bride, and Libby Marston, also from 
society's upper strata, also were men- 
.tionecl.as possible brides of the af- 
fluent Mr. Hughes.
